‘Help exists 
for victims 
of violence’ 


POLICE have reassured the 
public help is available for 
victims of domestic vio¬ 
lence, after a man was jailed 
for killing his girlfriend. 

Steven Jewell, aged 43, will only 
be released from prison when he 
is no longer deemed a danger to 
the public, but that could be in 
two years’ time. 

He was convicted of strangling 
Nicola de Sousa in the bed they 
shared at her home in Oakley 
Street, The Mounts, on February 
10 last year but failed to call police 
until two days later. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard how on the day her body 
was discovered, she had been due 
to attend an appointment with a 
domestic violence advisor at the 
Sunflower Centre in Fish Street, 
Northampton town centre. 

The 31-year-old was considered 
to be a ‘high-risk’ victim and the 
couple were well known to police. 

Both were known as heavy 
drinkers whose turbulent rela¬ 
tionship was marked by argu¬ 
ments and incidents of domestic 
abuse on both sides.

During the trial, the court 
heard from PC Miles Dolan who 
said he ‘regularly’ visited the 
house following disturbances, but 
that Miss de Sousa would always 
withdraw her support for a pros¬ 
ecution. 

Detective Sergeant Gary Baker, 
of the domestic abuse unit, said 
he was aware Miss de Sousa had 
“some issues in engaging with 
services” but stressed she was 
receiving support from the Sun¬ 


flower Centre. 

Speaking about the issue of 
domestic abuse, he said: “We are 
here to help and listen. 

“We do take domestic abuse 
very seriously, we will do what¬ 
ever we can within our powers to 
safeguard victims and to bring of¬ 
fenders to court 

“Unfortunately, there are oc¬ 
casions, where for whatever rea¬ 
son, the victim is in a risk situa¬ 
tion and we will do all we can to 
reduce that risk of harm to the 
victim, but we cannot force the 
victim to take a particular route, 
we can only guide them and sup¬ 
port them. 

“Some victims are subject to vi¬ 
olence for years and some choose 
to remain in the situation. 

“The best we can do is to man¬ 
age and try to reduce the risk and 
advise them of the best way to do 
that. 

“We try to prosecute without 
the victim using other evidence, 
but it’s difficult and an exception 
rather than the rule. 

“We’re victim lead, we try and 
follow the wishes of the victim as 
far as we possibly can.”

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The number of illegal travellers camps has fallen in Northamptonshire 

Illegal camps 
are on decline 


THE number of illegal trav¬ 
eller camps in Northamp¬ 
tonshire has fallen by al¬ 
most 64 per cent over the 
past two years, figures 
showed. 

A report before a meeting of 
the Northamptonshire Traveller 
Consortium Executive Board sug¬ 
gested the county was bucking the 
trend for unauthorised encamp¬ 
ments, with only 17 reported dur¬ 
ing one “snapshot” month - July 
2010 - down from 47 in the same 
month in 2008. 

And during the period from 
April 1 last year until January 31, 
2011, a total of only 47 illegal en¬ 
campments were found in North¬ 
amptonshire. 

The county is one of only two in 
England - the other being Leices¬ 
tershire - to have a multi-agency 
unit made up of local councils, 
the police and health services to 
help deal with the problem of un¬ 


authorised encampments. 

The report’s author, Sgt Mark 
McDonnell, of Northamptonshire 
Police, hailed the agency - the 
Northamptonshire Countywide 
Traveller Unit (CTU) - as a factor 
in reducing the number of illegal 
camps. 

In his report Sgt McDonnell 
wrote: “The CTU ‘Firm but Fair’ 
approach to the management of 
traveller encampments, balancing 
the needs and rights of the travel¬ 
lers with the needs and rights of 
others affected by the encamp¬ 
ment, continues to have a marked 
positive effect on the number, 
location and behaviour of unau¬ 
thorised traveller encampments 
within Northamptonshire. 

“Monitoring of the national 
situation would suggest this is 
not the norm.” 

As well as a reduction in the 
number of unauthorised camps, 
the report claimed the number of 
complaints regarding the behav¬ 


iour of travellers camped on land 
in the county had also fallen. 

This is attributed to the CTU 
taking prompt action against 
disruptive encampments, as well 
as its work in providing reassur¬ 
ance, information and guidance 
on enforcement action. 

Camp occupiers leaving less 
rubbish behind and travellers 
choosing locations where their 
presence had less of an impact on 
others were also considered fac¬ 
tors. 

The latest figures showed the 
average amount of time un¬ 
authorised traveller camps re¬ 
mained on land in the county had 
also fallen. 

Travellers spent 38 days on pri¬ 
vate land and 201 days on council 
land between April 2009 and Jan¬ 
uary 2010, compared with 24 days 
on private land and 125 days on 
council land between April 2010 
and January this year, according 
to the report.

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Crisis hits 
fruit supply

THE effects of the recent crisis in 
Egypt has sent tremors around the 
fruit and veg industry in North¬ 
ampton, as protests have result¬ 
ed in deliveries of some produce 
grinding to a halt. 

Oranges, dates and pomegranates are 
some of the fruits that have been a scarcity 
over the past few weeks due to the effects 
of the Egyptian upheaval. 

On Northampton’s Market Square, trad¬ 
ers have seen various types of fruits and 
vegetables become more expensive to buy 
in or have been unable to source them at 
all, as exporters have struggled to ship pro¬ 
duce out of the country. 

Market Trader Eamon Fitzpatrick, of 
EJ Fitzpatrick, said: “Oranges, pomegran¬ 
ates, strawberries and spring onions have 
all been hard to come by over the past few 
weeks. 

“A lot of produce comes out of Egypt and 
we have come to rely on them a lot. 

“We do get some from Israel as well, 
but if millions of boxes of oranges don’t 
come on to the market it is going to drive 
up costs. 

“We have lost a substantial amount over 
the past few weeks, but on the positive side, 
at the weekend we had a load of really nice 
strawberries from Egypt arrive which was 
a surprise. 

“We are hoping this is a sign that the 
doors have opened and it’s all going to start 
coming back through.” 

Mark Shipley, salesman at Hung’s Fruit 
& Veg, said; “In the summer we get a lot of 
fresh fruits from there, like figs and dates, 
so hopefully things will get back to nor¬ 
mal or we might have to think about other 
countries.” 

Robin Adams, from Robin Adams Fruit 
& Veg said: “The only thing that we have 
struggled to get hold of are new potatoes. 
They are not grown at all in this country 
over the winter.”

BUMPER sales of official 
Royal Wedding memo¬ 
rabilia has helped con¬ 
vince the owner of one 
of Northampton's oldest 
shops to continue trad¬ 
ing in the town centre. 

Stephen Church, managing 
director of Church’s China, 
announced plans to close the 
St Giles Street shop in October 
last year after 153 years in the 
town.

more than that.

The allegation has been 
strenuously denied by the 
opposition group, who said 
they had no plans to oppose 
the funding either now or 
after the local elections in 
May 

The leader of the oppo¬ 
sition, Councillor David 
Palethorpe (Con, Billing ) 
said: “I have no ideas where 
these rumours came from, 
but we have absolutely no 
plans to vote against this on 
February 28 and no plans to 
prevent it from going ahead 
after May, should we win the 
election.” 

The council has been look¬ 
ing into plans to build a skate 
park on Midsummer Meadow 
and consulting with a group 
of skateboarders for the past 
few months. 

If more funding is found 
for the plans, it is hoped the 
facility could be up and run¬ 
ning by Easter 2012. 

The deputy leader of the 
authority, Councillor Paul 
Varnsverry (Lib Dem, West 


Hunsbury ) said he was also 
optimistic the council’s fund¬ 
ing plans would be passed 
next week. He said: “A sig¬ 
nificant amount of work 
has been done by both the 
Northampton Skatepark Ac¬ 
tion Group and the council’s 
own staff and things are pro¬ 
gressing really well. 

“We’re already looking 
at other places to find fund¬ 
ing and I think Easter 2012 
is a good target to set for its 
opening. 

“As far as the vote on 
the 28th goes, there are no 
threats to the cash from the 
Liberal Democrats and none 
so far as I’m aware from any 
of the opposition parties.” 

Because the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats are the largest group 
on the council, it would take 
the opposition Labour, Con¬ 
servative and Independent 
groups to vote together to 
block any proposals which 
are in the Liberal Democrat 
leadership’s budget plans. 

The meeting on February 
28 will be held at the Guild¬ 
hall from 6.30pm.

A SERVING soldier 
who helps to take 
struglling ex-service¬ 
men off the streets 
was questioned by 
police after concerns 
were raised about his 
work. 

Chris Mounteney, an 
outreach worker for the 
Soldiers Off The Street 
charity in Northampton, 
said he was quizzed last 
Thursday before he went 
out to help the homeless 
on his night shift. 

The 44-year-old said: “I 
was told to stop my work 
because they believed the 
charity was set up by the 
BNP. It was ludicrous. Sol¬ 
diers Off The Streets was 
set up by Bill Murray, who 
used to be in the BNP, but 
he has relinquished his 


support of them. The char¬ 
ity doesn’t have political 
links.” 

The serviceman did 
however admit the group’s 
headquarters were rented 
off a current member of 
the BNP. 

Mr Mounteney, who 
works as a welfare officer 
in the TA centre in Clare 
Street, Northampton, 
added: “We are a charity 
and people need our help. 
If somebody serves their 
country they should have 
proper care and, as a char¬ 
ity, we provide that.” 

The row was played out 
through social networking 
website Facebook over the 
weekend with Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police issuing the 
following statement: “We 
can confirm that a number 
of concerns were raised to 


us by partner agencies. To 
clarify this, a meeting was 
held with a representa¬ 
tive from Soldiers Off The 
Street. 

“We support people’s 
right to engage with le¬ 
gitimate charities and 
undertake lawful work on 
their behalf. We have not 
instructed anyone to stop 
working with a charity of 
their choice and would not 
seek to prevent them from 
doing so. We are currently 
investigating this matter.” 

Mr Mounteney said he 
was later told he could 
continue his charity work 
and had the full support of 
the police. 

He added: “There was a 
sudden change. I’m hoping 
that now we can all work 
in partnership to help the 
homeless.”

Grand Prix 
called off 



DOZENS of Northampton¬ 
shire's motor racing in¬ 
dustry workers have been 
grounded by the decision 
to call off the Formula One 
season opener in Bahrain. 

The Bahrain International 
Circuit (BIC) confirmed the Gulf 
kingdom had decided to withdraw 
from hosting the Grand Prix - due 
to take place from March 11-13 - to 
focus on “overcoming tragedy and 
healing divisions” in the wake of 
recent civil unrest. 

The BIC stated no decision had 
been made on a new date for the 
potential rescheduling of the 
race. 

The decision to call off the event 
affectd a number of county-based 
teams including Mercedes GP, in 
Brackley, Force India at Silver- 
stone, and Cosworth Engineering 
in St James, who supply engines 
to three FI teams. 

The crown prince of Bahrain, 
Salman bin Hamad bin Isa Al- 
Khalifa, informed FI supremo 
Bernie Ecclestone of his decision 
by telephone. Prince Salman said: 
“At the present time, the coun¬ 
try’s entire attention is focused on 
building a new national dialogue 
for Bahrain. 


“Although Bernie Ecclestone 
had graciously made clear a de¬ 
cision on the race was entirely 
Bahrain’s to make and was not yet 
required, we felt it was important 
for the country to focus on imme¬ 
diate issues of national interest 
and leave the hosting of Bahrain’s 
Formula One race to a later date. 

“After the events of the past 
week, our nation’s priority is on 
overcoming tragedy, healing divi¬ 
sions and rediscovering the fabric 
that draws this country together, 
reminding the world of the very 
best that Bahrain is capable of as 
a nation once again united.” 

Threats were emanating from 
anti-government protesters that 
the race will be targeted. Dem-

onstrators camped out in Pearl 
Square in the capital Manama 
made it clear concerns for the peo¬ 
ple of Bahrain should take prior¬ 
ity rather than the future of a FI 
Grand Prix. The event was three 
weeks away but human rights ac¬ 
tivists threatened this week that 
“FI is not going to be peaceful this 
time.” 

Driver Mark Webber, of Milton 
Keynes-based Red Bull Racing, 
said: “It’s probably not the best 
time to go there for a sporting 
event. They have bigger things, 
bigger priorities.” 

It is believed Bahrain pay £25 
million to host the race, plus £12 
million to guarantee it is the first 
of the season.

The village lost its post office and shop 
due to economic pressures last November 
and is now looking to follow in the foot¬ 
steps of neighbouring village, Sulgrave, 
with a community-run venture. 

Rupert Fordham, from Wappenham 
Action Group, said: “Like many villages 
we had a shop for a long time and when it 
closed we were left with nothing. 

“A few people on Wappenham Parish 
Council have now tried to organise this 
meeting to really try to test the tempera¬ 
ture on the idea of the community run¬ 
ning the shop.

Sammo unhappy as 
Town are held again 


COBBLERS boss Ian Samp¬ 
son felt his side were de¬ 
nied a clear-cut penalty at 
Hereford United on Tuesday 
night as they made it five 
draws on the bounce. 

The 1-1 stalemate actually takes 
Town a point closer to the npower 
League Two play-off zone but 
Sampson feels they should have 
had more. 

The manager took the view that 
Billy McKay was fouled in the box 
late in the second half and that 
there was a foul in the build-up to 
Hereford’s equalising goal. 

“I was disappointed with the 
referee,” he said. “I thought there 
should have been a penalty for a foul 
on Billy (McKay) at the back post. 
That’s why I’m not too pleased 
with the ref - the centre-back got 
the wrong side and just pushed 
him in the back. 


“Then we had a similar one out¬ 
side the box when Andy Holt was 
fouled in exactly the same way and 
he gave a free-kick. 

“I thought there should have 
been a free-kick for a foul on 
Michael Jacobs in the build-up to 
their goal as well.” 

Town played better in this game 
than they have in all of the preced¬ 
ing four draws with the exception 
of the 1-1 at Port Vale, and looked 
very dangerous from set plays. 

Holt scored the visitors’ goal 
from a Kevin Thornton corner 
and Jacobs headed against a post 
from another ball in later on. 

“We look a real threat from set 
plays, Kev (Thornton) put some 
great balls in for us again last 
night,” he said. 

“But we’ve got to stop the ball 
from coming into the box. That’s 
how we are conceding a lot of our 
goals at the moment and it hap¬ 


pened again. We’ve been working 
hard in training on stopping the 
ball coming into our area and we 
obviously need to work a bit hard¬ 
er on it.” 

The visitors played their best 
football once Thornton had been 
introduced for Josh Walker, who 
felt a niggle in his hamstring in 
the first half, and after changing 
from a 3-5-2 system to their pre¬ 
ferred 4-4-2.

We need a 
reaction, 
says Bruce 


BRUCE REIHANA says that Saints’ cur¬ 
rent bad run will test just how strong their 
character. 

They take on third-placed Gloucester at 
Franklin’s Gardens on Saturday looking for 
their first league win of 2011 and on the back 
of four Aviva Premiership defeats in a row. 

Former captain and veteran winger

Reihana, who has played 226 times for 
the club, amassing 1,022 points, added: “We 
are all in this together, but it is an individ¬ 
ual job before it is a team job because we 
need everybody on board. 

“We know what we need to do, we will 
look in the mirror, do a lot of homework, 
come prepared to train and fix those mis¬ 
takes we are making.” 

After qualifying for the Heineken Cup 
quarter-finals with comprehensive wins 
over Edinburgh and Castres the last two 
defeats have come as a shock - even if 
Saints are without their internationals. 

But Reihana believes there is enough tal¬ 
ent left at the club to turn things around, 
starting with Gloucester on Saturday. 

“You are always going to have highs and 
lows in a season,” said Reihana. 

“It is never going to be plain sailing and 
we are having a bit of a hiccup at the mo¬ 
ment, but we know we are good enough to 
bounce back and play the rugby we know 
we can.”
